Alarms free for 
low income residents 


Fridays in subsequent weeks during 
the same six-hour period at the main 
firehouse. 

As part of the non-profit project, 
senior citizens and other eligible 
residents in the community may be 
entitled to a free smoke alarm, the 
mayor said. 

INDIVIDUALS OR families whose 
incomes fall within the following 
guidelines will be eligible to obtain a 
free smoke detector, it was explain- 
ed. 

Free smoke alarms will be made 
available to persons whose annual 


income. meets a graduated scale, 


starting at $15,450 or less for an in- 
dividual, and ranging up to a family 
of six with a top income of $24,850 or 
less, 


Other annual incomes, with the 
figure listed being the top! yearly in- 
come allowed, based on the number 
of persons in a household, are: 


TWO PERSONS, $17,650; three 
persons, $19,850; four persons, 
$22,100, and five persons, $23,450. 

Eligible persons wishing to secure 
a free smoke detector are required 
to provide verification of income, 
such as an income tax receipt, with- 
holding tax statement or payroll or 
Social Security check stub. 

Proof of residency also must be 
shown with a current utility bill, rent, 
receipt or property tax statement 
acceptable, it was explained, 


* INSTALLING A SMOKE alarm is 
a very simple task, but help will be 
provided with the installation, if 
necessary.

22-cent stamps 
needed Sunday 


There’s still time to mail first 
class items, weighing one ounce or 
less, for the present 20-cent postage 
rate before the price goes up Sun- 
day. Items postmarked after mid- 
night Saturday will require 22-cents 
postage. 

Nondenominational ‘‘D"’ stamps, 
in sheets, coil and booklets, and a 
new 22-cent commemorative stamp 
honoring composer Jerome Kern, 
are now available at the Granite Ci- 
ty Post Office.

Federal budget plan disastrous for Illinois 


To the Editor: 

In every budget, whether it is for a 
household, a business or a govern- 
ment, fairness goes hand-in-hand 
with economy. 

That is why I was so disappointed 
last week with the budget the Ad- 
ministration sent to Congress. It 
isn’t fair, and it isn’t acceptable. 

It is a disaster for Illinois. 

Once again, the Administration 
budget proposal puts the Defense 
Department “‘off-limits’’ to any cut- 
ting. 

At the same time, it suggests cut- 
ting or eliminating many domestic 
programs vital to states such as Il- 
linois. 

This budget could well cost the 
state of Illinois $1 billion in federal 
money if it is passed as is. That is a 
billion dollars less next year for a 
state that gets back only about 75 
cents for every tax dollar it sends to 
Washington right now. 

I do not think that the budget will 
pass as proposed since there is not 
much sentiment in Congress for 
leaving the Pentagon immune from 
some cuts. 

However, let me highlight some of 
the cuts proposed by the Administra- 
tion that would be particularly bad 
for Illinois. 

As you will see, many of the pro- 
grams involved are exactly the ones 
that encourage business investment 
and create jobs for Illinois. 


The budget would eliminate 
revenue sharing, which brought $210 
million to Illinois cities, villages and 
townships last year; Urban Develop- 
ment Action grants, which totaled 
$21.4 million last year statewide, and 
which have created 25,000 jobs in Il- 
linois since 1978, 

Also, the Small Business Ad- 
ministration, which makes more 
than $100 million in loans in Ilinois 
in a year, and emergency food and 
shelter programs, ,which spent $5 
million on Illinois’ hungry and 
homeless. 

It would eliminate federal sub- 
sidies for Amtrack, which operates 
many passenger routes in Illinois, 
the Export-Import Bank loan pro- 
gram, which promotes Illinois ex- 
ports, and the Economic Develop- 
ment Administration, which funds 
Tevitalization projects in big and 
small cities. 

It would severely cut sewer grants 
($111 million for Illinois last year. 
Community Development Bloc! 
Grants ($188 million) and mass tran- 
sit funding ($182 million), as well as 
the Farmers Home Administration, 
housing programs, and dozens of 
other programs that promote 
economic development in the state. 

We have to be fairer in deciding 
how to spend the taxpyers’ money, 
and we also have to make a dent in 
our massive federal budget deficit, 
which now stands at $220 billion.

A horse health seminar will be 
held this evening at 7:30 at the Ex- 
tension office, 900 Hillsboro, Ed- 
wardsville. This program will cover 
first aid for horses. This includes 
colic, how to recognize it and pre- 
vent it, dealing with wounds and in- 
juries of the horse, foaling problems 
and other emergencies. 

Can you récognize potential pro- 
blems around your horse lot. This 
program will help you recognize 
such problems as white snakeroot 
and other poisonous weeds, moldy 
corn problems, rabies, selenium 
deficiencies and sleeping sickness in 
horses. 

Parasites are a major problem 
with horses. The speaker will cover 
selection of proper parasite control 
Programs, proper use of modern 
drugs, latest university research in 
parasite control and drug resistance 
problems. 


Problems with feet and legs are 
another major situation to deal with 
in horses. The speaker will cover 
lameness problems in horses:\‘He

low-interest loans 


State Senator Sam Vadalabene 
(D-Edwardsville) today reminded 
potential homeowners in the 56th 
legislative district there is still time 
to register for low interest mortgage 
loans to be drawn Feb. 25 by the Il- 
lindis Housing Development 
Authority. 

IHDA has almost $130 million in 
30-year, fixed-rate mortgages that 
will| be offered at 10.78 percent, a 
loan rate almost 2.5 percent below 
current market rates, to qualified 
homebuyers through the program, 
according to Senator Vadalabene. 

“This is- the fifth mortgage 
package Illinois has offered poten- 
tial home owners, and it’s. the 
largest yet,”’ the senator said. ‘‘The 
Affordable Mortgage Program has 
been highly successful in helping 
families find a home they could not 
afford without the help of this pro- 
gram.”

Mrs. Lela Gunning designs a 
Hearts and Flowers basket 


Combining her talents as a profes- 
sional flower arranger and crafts 
person, Mrs. Lela Gunning of 
Granite City, designed and created a 
“Hearts and Flower” wall hanging 
that is given national attention in the 
February issue of ‘‘Crafts’’ 
magazine. 

Picture of the timely design that 
could serve well as a Valentine gift 
is shown with the story. 

Her unique idea of cutting and 
combining baskets, gives a new 
dimension to the many varied 
shaped baskets on the market today. 

She is not a newcomer in the field 
of crafts as she has been crocheting 
since the age of 10 and has expanded 
her expertise in the artistic area of 
Irish crochet. 

Mrs. Gunning also teaches 
crochet, decoupage, napcapouge, 
flower arranging and crafts in 
general. Her lectures has taken her 
to Kansas, Texas, New Mexico, 
Arizona and California, speaking on 
such topics as ‘‘How to Set Up A Pro- 
fitable -Craft , Business,”’ ‘‘How to 
Correctly (Set-Up. a@Display;”” 
‘‘Women in Business,”’ and “‘How To 
Plan and Arrange a Good Bazaar."’ 

Locally she has lectured and 
taught several senior citizens groups 
and is currently teaching at an area 
craft store. 

The local artist is a member of the 
Granite City Business and Profes- 
sional Women’s Club, the Tri-Cities 
Area Chamber of Commerce, Soc! 
ty of Craft Designers, and has just 
returned from Dallas, Texas, where 
she attended a four day trade show. 

Mrs. Gunning and her husband, 
Mel, reside in Granite City, and are 
the parents of seven children. They 
also have 15 grandchildren and two 
great-granddaughters. 

Mrs. Gunning has designed and 
created decorations for many social 
and fund raising functions in the 
Quad-City area for many years. 

Her directions for making the 
Heart and Flower Rattan Basket are 
as follows: ]-fo make one basket, you 
will need, two round, 17-inch rattan 
baskets; \% {yard of heart print 
fabric; % yafd of red with white pin- 
dot fabric; 2 yards of red, %-inch 
satin ribbon; 2 yards of 1% white 
beading lace; two-thirds yard of %- 
inch, white, gathered lace; nine 2- 
inch wide, red plastic hearts with 
gold cord hangers; five large white 
silk carnations; two tiny white silk 
rosebuds; six sprigs of silk Chinese 
blossoms; six green floral stems of 
various lengths; excelsior; 342x5%- 
inch piece of styrofoam; 24 gauge 
wire; wirecutters or heavy-duty 
scissors; a peg hook, a small amount 
of polyester fiberfill;, and thick, 
white craft glue. You will also need: 
scissors; tracing paper; pencil; and 


the full-size patterns in the Special 
Pattern Section. 

The second phase-cut one basket 
in half with wirecutters or heavy- 
duty scissors. Spread glue over cut 
portion of basket weave and let dry. 
Cut four 12-inch pieces of wire and 
fold them in half. Line up half basket 
to bottom rim of whole basket and 
glue together. Wire baskets together 
at. top where half basket meets 
whole bakset and at two points 5 in- 
ches apart at baskets’ bottom. 

Twist wite ends together inside 
basket, cut to-1-inch, and hide them 
in séam between baskets. 

Step 3-glue ribbon across cut por- 
tion of half baskets and around rims. 
Let dry. Glue beading lace over rib- 
bon. 

Cut two 14-inch lengths each of rib- 
bon and beading lace. Glue lace to 
ribbon and let dry. Tie into bows and 
wire to basket where cut edge of 
basket meets whole basket. 

Step 4-loop hanger of one plastic 
heart over hanger of a second heart 
so one dangles below the other. Loop 
hanger of top heart.ovér abew. wire. 
Repeat with two other héarts. 

Step 5-trace heart and ‘arrow pat- 
terns in the pattern, section onto 
tracing paper. Cut arrow pieces and. 
two hearts from cardboard. Adding 
a 1-inch seam allowance, cut one of 
each arrow piece from pindot fabric 
and two hearts from heart print 
fabric. 

Step 6-cut 1-inch at corners 
and points of arrow pieces and at 
inch intervals around fabric hearts. 

Center cardboard pieces on wrong 
side of fabric pieces. Pull edges up 
and glue to back of cardboard, leav- 
ing areas between X’s open. Stuff 
lightly, using eraser end of a pencil 
to position stuffing. Glue openings 
closed and let dry. 

Step 7-glue gathered lace around 
back side of one heart. Glue a floral 
stem to back of lace edged heart, 
then glue second heart to back of 
first. Glue arrow pieces to heart so 
arrow points downward. 

Step 8-place styrofoam in bottom 
of basket and arrange several hand- 
fuls of excelsior around it. Glue 
floral stems to backs of remaining 
plastic hearts. Let dry. Arrange 
stuffed and plastic hearts and silk 
flowers in basket, inserting stems in 
foam. Use the color photo as a guide 

Step 9-for a hanger, insert peg 
hook through weave of basket at 
center back. approximately 4-inches 
from top.

FORMER employer 
definitely appreciates Rose’s 
faithful work record and loyalty and, 
together with her fellow employees, 
made special arrangements to en- 
sure her. last day on the job was a 
memorable.occasion. 

A native of Ste, Genevieve, Mo., 
Rose. came to Gkanite City when she 
was..9. years old,and attended St. 
Joseph and Sacred Heart parochial 
schools. 

She’slived’in Granite City for 59 

and recalls watching the Ken 
Theatre being constructed years 
ago, at the same location where 
Charlie’s now stands. 


THE ‘THEATRE’ eventually was 


; remodelled, and turned into the Rose 


Bowl Restaurant,by Claude and 
*OpaleDuVathand later was purchas- 
ed by Charlie Hester. 

Since his ownership, the business 
hasbeen remodeled at least twice 
more;*once-after.a devasting fire, 
and renamed Charlie’s Restaurant - 
and Lounge. 

Not only has Rose Gum worked at 

jobs outside the home nearly all her 
life, but she successfully raised two 
sons, mostly by herself. 
i pen Mee hacee his Gum, died 
in Jad prior!to his death she 
Holes him rurstheir dry cleaning 
business at locations in Madison and 
in Gifanite City/°" - 

“I was pretty strict with the boys, 
but they are good ones. I’d fight 
anyone for those two boys,” she 
commented last week. 

Her sons:and daughters-in-law are 
Gene and Pat Gum, who live in

“CHARLIE arranged for a profes- 
sional’ photographer to record the 
day’s events and he has since given 
me a lovely album filled with the 
photographs,” Rose noted. 

“Lots of people I hadn’t seen for 
quite a while, as well as some of my 
regulars (customers), came to see 
me that last day on the job,” Rose 
added. 

“It was a most enjoyable day and 
there was so much going on I didn’t 
leave the restaurant until 5 p.m.:,” 
she said. 

ROSE WAS getting ready to leave 
for work about 7:30 a.m. on her final 
workday, when a large limousine ar- 
rived outside her house. 

The impressive vehicle was chauf- 
feured by Vasil Eftimoff, who came 
to the front door and escorted Rose 
to the limousine. 

“It was quite a shock, but I got into 
the car, and found out that Vicki 
Wallace and Sandy Qusley (co- 
workers) had arranged it. 

“WE WENT to Charlie’s and pick- 
ed up Lynn, Shirley and Karen and 
Pasha (fellow employees) and they 
took me to Shoney’s in St. Louis 
County for a buffet breakfast. 

“Over there, the hostess had a 
decorated cake waiting for me and 
five of the waitresses_sang a ‘Happy 
Retirement’ song,” Rose explained. 

“They brought me back to 
Charlie’s for what I thought was my 
regular workday, but guess 
what....they wouldn’t let me work at 
all. They had a table set up for me 


with a bouquet of 27 red rosebuds- 


and a large cake. 

“CHARLIE TOLD me to sit down 
and spend the whole day visiting 
with friends, so I did,”’ the retiree 
sail. Her brother-in-law and_-sister, 
Joe‘and Mildred Dallas, were among 
her guests that day. 

“I couldn’t have worked for a bet- 
ter boss than Charlie Hester and I 
never will be able to forget him, He’s 
been a wonderful friend and 
employer," she stressed. 

Rose started working when she 
was 11 years old, doing housework 
and taking babysitting jobs.

Rose continued to work., with, 
Hester. when he bought the Luna 
Cafe in Mitchell and then on to the 
former Rose Bowl Restaurant when 
he took over that enterprise.

She has enjoyed waiting on many 
people aver the years, including 
entertainer Frankie Laine and 
former Big Red quarterback Tim 
VanGalder, who frequently 
patronized Charlie’s. 

“1’M NOW GOING to take it easy 
and enjoy life and catch up on things 
I’ve missed because I’ve never had 
time to do them,” she commented. 

“I always had to go straight home 
from work and take care of the boys 
and just |never got to do anything. 
My legs are getting a bit tired now, 
so I’ve given my uniforms away and 
plan to fake it easy,’’ she insisted. 

So much for good intentions. 


THE WEEK AFTER she retired, 
Rose moved from her house of some 
years on |East 24th Street to a new 
home on Winters Drive, ac- 
complishing much of the moving by 
herself. 

“Now, I can take it a bit easier,” 
she said.

GM announces 5 additional 
requirements for new plant 


During| the next three weeks, 

General Motors officials will be con- 
ducting state-to-state comparisons 
and reviewing the 109 site proposals 
Illinois shbmitted for the Saturn 
facility,. announced Department of 
Commerce and Community Affairs 
Director Michael T. Woelffer, Fri- 
day. 
“I want to personally thank all 
communities for their support and 
dedication to this project. The 
knowledge of community and site 
data gained during the past few 
weeks will prove to be extremely in- 
valuable, hot only to this project but 
to all future ones,”’ said Woelffer. 

“We will also be submitting the 
site proposals that did not meet the 
requirements for the Saturn facility 
to GM for consideration on future 
projects.””| 

Additional information received at 
a meeting last week on project re- 
quirements is as follows: 

—GM prefers that the facility be 
\located within 50 to 60 miles of a ma- 
jor university with programs in 
engineering, metallurgy, robotics 
and computers. 

—GM is interested in provisions 
for low-cost health service to Saturn 


employees. 

—GM prefers dual rail service by 
two separate rail companies at each 
site, but single rail will continue to 
be considered. 

—Each community should be 
prepared for a population influx of 
up to 6,000 Saturn employees. 

—Quality of life is a major concern 
to GM officials as they are looking 


for a full range of ‘community ser- 
vices and recreational/cultural op- 
portunities. 

“‘After GM narrows the number of 
states being considered, we an- 
ticipate that the site selection pro- 
cess will move quickly. The location 
of the site will be announced by GM 
within 90 to 120 days,’’ Woelffer con- 
cluded.

Frank Block Associates, a St. Louis 
advertising and public relations 
firm, stressed the “3M” approach to 
advertising: merchandise, medium 
and market. ‘You either sell mer- 
chandise or you have a message to 
impart. You have a medium through 
which to go, even if it’s. your own 
feet. You’ve got to get the message 
to them and you've got to pick the 
market,” he said 


Block also stressed the practical 
approach. “‘I think it’s a great ad- 
vantage that many of these students 
are working their way through 
school, And I think that’s important 
for them to put on a resume. If you 
worked in a drug store, for example, 
you know a whole lot more about 
writing drug copy than somebody 
who’s just been to journalism 
school.’ 


WHEN ASKED WHAT types of 
university courses he would suggest 
as prerequisites for a career in 
advertising/public relations; Block 


responded: ‘Courses that have to do 
with selling primarily. The other 
skills, the journalistic skills, the ar- 
tistic skills, certainly. But students 
should also focus on something 
that’s really tied tight to the realities 
of selling.”” 

Block closed the two-hour session 
stréssing that the most important 
aspect of advertising is avoiding 
clutter: “Keep it simple. Keep it 
direct. You've got some merchan- 
dise to sell and a way of selling it. 
And you’ve got to figure out the 
market. And that’s all there is to it. 
And it'll work with anything. If you 
were going to go out and get a job 
selling pogo sticks tomorrow morn- 
ing, you would locate all the jumpy 
people in the U.S. and you'd take it 
from there." 

Certainly the students in SPC 419, 
including Goodrich, probably won't 
be selling pogo sticks. But after 
spending time with Frank Block, 
\they’re ‘ready to “take it from 
there.””

“If the amplitude of either a sound

or light wave is increased, the 
perceived magnitude (loudness or 
brightness) of the. stimulus grows 
proportionately,’ Kohfeld said. 

He points out that the so-called 
power law describing this relation- 
ship is very precise: if sound 
pressure-increases by a factor of 10- 
to-one, a four-to-one increase in ver- 
bal reports of perceived loudness 
will be obtained; whereas, a: 10-to- 
one increase in light energy yields a 
smaller - two-to-one increase in 
brightness. 

HOWEVER, KOHFELD explains 
that verbal reports of loudness and 
brightness are subjective and in- 
consistent. 

The presentation, partially sup- 
ported by a Fourth Quarter 
Research . Fellowship . from the 


Graduate School, offers a theory of 
how auditory and visual detectors 
transform sound and light energy in- 
to the experience of perceived 
magnitude. 

Kohfeld has been with the univer- 
sity since 1969, and he has published 
and presented papers on related 
research areas. He was a recipient 
of a Research Scholar Award in 1977 
and hag been awarded another 
Fourth Quarter Research 
Fellowship for next summer. 

THE SIUE professor’s research 
interests include information pro- 
cessing and reaction time; 
mathematical models of sensory- 
perceptual, cognitive, and response 
processes; auditory and visual 
psychophysics, and human factors 
in aircraft training and simulation.

throughout the state. These ‘‘com- 
pacts” would establish formal work- 
ing relationships between the public 
schools and the private sector for the 
purpose of joint ventures in con- 
tinual school improvement. 

“As direct ‘users’ of public educa- 
tion, the business community has a 
major stake in improving the 
schools,’ Bakalis said. ‘They can, 
and I believe will, play a major role 
in the issue of educational] reform."’ 

The project estimates the cost of 
its proposals at $265 million and 
recommends a number of ways to 
raise the money: 

— Increase the state income tax to 
3.5 percent for individuals, and 5.6 
percent for corporations, in conjunc- 
tion with a mandatory local property 
tax. reduction. Such an_ increase 
would garner $300 million for schools 
and $300 million for property tax 
relief. 

A temporary one-year increase 
in the state sales tax rate from 5 per- 
cent to 6 percent. An additional $175 
million would be raised for the 
schools. 

— Broaden the sales tax base to in- 
clude services in a limited way. Ex- 
panding the base to include per- 
sonal, automotive, amusement and 
miscellaneous services would yield 
approximately $240 million. 

— Increase the cigarette tax by 8 
cents to offset the recent 9 cent 


federal tax reduction. This option 
would generate approximately $290 
million. 

— Increase education's share of 
the state lottery by allocating 50 per- 
cent of all additional lottery revenue 
to the schools. 

Bakalis cautioned against passage 
of programs that provide additional 
dollars without addressing the fun- 
damental problems of public educa- 
tion in the state. 

“The key to school reform is not 
simply the “quick-fix” infusion of 
funds,’’. he said. ‘‘While we 
recognize that the schools do, need 
more money, we are recommending 
bold, new proposals which will en- 
courage creativity and excellence at 
the least possible cost.’’ 

Bakalis said the report will be for- 
warded to key policymaking of- 
ficials from around the state and to 
every member of the Illinois 
General Assembly in the hope that it 
will form the framework for a school 
reform legislative package this spr- 


ing. 

The Ilinois Project for School 
Reform is a joint project of Chicago 
United and the Roosevelt Center for 
American Policy Studies. The report 
culminates.a grassroots public par- 
ticipation process which involved 
more than 3,000 citizens from across 
the state, including several from the 
Granite-City area.
